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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1,6,10,1 6-20, 23-26, 28-30, 43-45, 47-49, 53 and 57 are pending in this 
application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed 4/26/2006 in response to the previous Office Action 
(9/1 9/2005) is acknowledged. Rejections of claims 1 , 3-21 , 23-26, 28-32, 35-36 and 39- 
53 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph (items 6a-6c) have been obviated. 

3. The claims are drawn to multiple inventions for reasons set forth in the restriction 
requirement. The claims are examined only to the extent that they read on the elected 
invention. Cancellation of the non-elected subject matter is recommended in response 
to this Office Action. It is recommended that applicants delete non-elect subject matter 
in response to this Office Action. Note that applicant's elected Group I (i.e. Ar 2 = aryl, 5- 
membered heteroaryl rings (see the first 9 heterocyclic rings in claim 9), pyridines, 
indole, benzothiophene, quinolines, isoquinolines and naphthyridines). 

Abstract 

4. The new abstract is objected because it does not define the invention properly. It 
is recommended that applicants insert a chemical structure from the previous abstract. 
Note that the abstract should be in one page. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1, 6, 10, 16-20, 23-26, 28-30, 43-45, 47-49 and 53 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention: 

a. Claim 1 is rejected because the phrase "and where two R' can be joined to 
form fused ....ring which contains 3-8 members" is not clear. What ring? Is it 
heterocyclic or carbocyclic? Note that since the definition of R' pertains to variable H 
inside the rings (see the definition of Ar 2 at page 4, rows 2-3), applicants have to make 
sure that the rings formed by joining two R' groups does not form rings that are different 
from the elected invention. 

b. In claim 10, the phrase "R" is O independently selected from.." is not clear. 
Is this a typo? If so, the "O" should be removed from the definition of R". 

c. In claim 10 (page 6), the phrase "two or more R" groups may form a fused 
ring" is not clear. How can three R M groups form a ring? Is this a typo? Where is the 
substituent with three R"s? 
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d. In claim 10, the chemical structure of formula (I) has variable R with flag 
symbol, but this variable does not correspond to the definition of variables in claim 10. 
Is this a typo? Note that all the chemical structures in claim 10 have said variable R 
with flag symbol. It is recommended that applicants fix this problem. Note that there is 
also the definition of variable RO, but there is no variable RO in the chemical structure 
or in the definition of other variables.
